Why aren't the names of firemen given 


when they answer fire calls? I have 
noticed that the names of policemen are 
always published. 


Policemen make out written reports on 


items they investigate. We usually quote 
the chief investigating officer who makes 
the report. 


Firemen don't make out such reports. 


When we call the station for additional 
information on a particular run the 
firemen have made, we generally quote 
the official we talk to. 


Also, more firemen generally respond to 


to a request than policemen do. We 
wouldn't necessarily run the names of all 
of the lawmen involved in a drug raid or 
search for a prison escapee, for instance, 
because of the large number. The same is 
true with firemen. 


If this city really cares for the citizens, 


why is there no transit system? Not all 
people have cars. 


City Manager Dick Ballenger says that 


on two or three different occasions the city 
ran surveys to determine the economic 
feasibility of a bus system. The result each 
time: "The economics of such an 
operation would not be feasible". 


There is a newly inaugurated mini-bus 


service, 
serving not just Corsicana 


residents, but rural outlying areas and 
county towns bringing senior citizens to 
Corsicana to the doctor, medical clinics, 
post office, utility offices and banks. The 
program—financed by federal tax funds 
—is being administered and operated out 
of Waco—Heart of Texas Council of 
Governments—with scheduling and route 
assistance from Community Services, Inc.

Southwest Texas dean 


quits after audit 


SAN MARCOS, Tex. (AP) — Dean of 


Students Floyd L. Marline of Southwest 
Texas State University resigned Tuesday 
following an auditor's report, the Austin 
American-Statesman said today. 


The resignation was accepted immediately 


by Southwest Texas State President Lee 
Smith. 


Marline, 52, served as dean of men, then 


dean of students, for 16 years. 


Smith said he was left with no alternative in 


accepting the resignation "in view of the in- 
formation disclosed in the annual audit...- 
which indicated irregularities in Mr. Mar- 
tine's handling of premiums in the University 
Student Health plan," the American- 
Statesman said.

Winds whip trees; rains flood streets

Corsicana's 
streets 
were 


swamped, and many streets 
were impassable from torrents 
of water drowning out cars 
during a 
siege 
of 
severe 


weather early Tuesday evening 
as almost 3 inches of rain fell in 
the city in a 45-minute period. 


High winds, reported unof- 


ficially as up to 60 miles an 
hour, stripped leaves and small 
limbs from trees throughout 
town, but its largest aftermath 
was 
blowing driving rain 


squalls under windows and 
doorways 
of 
homes 
and 


businesses. 


"WE'VE HAD no reports, last 


night, or this morning of heavy 
damage from winds," jointly 
reported 
Police 
Chief 
Don 


Massey 
and 
Sheriff 
Jerry 


Shelton. That was before the 
reports that the Corsicana 
Livestock 
Market on East 


Seventh (Highway 31 near IH-45 
bypass) 
suffered 
heavy 


damage. 


Damage was inflicted on two 


barns at the livestock sale 
company; however, no injuries 
were reported. The heavy rains 
and high winds caused much 
concern when the roof of one of 
the main barns was blown on 
top of a pickup and also severed 
a power line. An unidentified 
man was stranded in a pickup 
for a short time; however, he 
later drove his truck away, 
witnesses 
at 
the 
livestock 


company told Sun Staffer Dick 
Gibbs. 


PARTS OF the hay barn's 


roof were deposited on IH-45 
just east of the main grounds — 
apparently picked up "clean" 
and falling some 100 yards away 
between the Interstate and an 
access road. Livestock com- 
pany officials said there was no 
loss of cattle during the storm. 
An employe said almost 1,000 
head of cattle were in pens at 
the sale barn. 


However, they did say loading 


was delayed for some time as 
there were four trucks ready to 
load when the power lines were 
knocked out. 


Two persons — a Corsicana 


police officer and Corsicana 
Emergency 
Corps-police 


reservist — almost drowned 
while participating in a search 
for a reported drowning victim 
whose car was reportedly swept 
off a creek bridge in southeast 
Corsicana. See separate story. 


FROM THE onslaught of the 


storm through 7 a.m. Wed- 
nesday, 4.01 inches of rain were 
recorded at Radio KAND, the 
official government 
weather 


reporting station. In the initial 
45 
minutes, 
the 
gauges 


measured 2.52 inches from 
shortly before 7 p.m. 


This large volume of rain 


falling in such a brief period 
flooded streets throughout the 
. city—activating all elements of 
law 
enforcement, 
the 


Emergency Corps with (ts 
rescue boats if needed. 


Power lines were anapped in 


various locations around the 
city, severed by falling tree 
limbs, 
blacking 
out 
some 


houses, leaving others across 
the street with lights. Chief 
Massey said this was ex- 
perienced 
at 
his Hampton 


Street home in north Corsicana 
"where about every other house 
up and down the streets had 
lights, some didn't from close to 
7 p.m. to around 11 o'clock". 


SHERIFF 
Shelton 
said 


"rumors" that a tornado had 
"hit Richland" were unfounded, 
but possibly stemmed 
from 


tornadic winds which "snapped 
a high line pole off two feet from 
the top of the pole" with the high 
voltage line falling across IH-45 
near Richland. Three deputies 
— Tom Dockery, Grady McCall 
and Bob Rehders — were 
dispatched along with Highway 
. Patrolman Larry McCaig to 


work traffic around the downed 
line while TP&L troublecrews 
repaired the line to restore 
power service. 


Sheriff's deputies sent out into 


the county to check for damage 
relayed reports that Corsicana 
caught the brunt of the rain and 
high winds with Kerens getting 
about 2 inches, Dawson and 
Blooming Grove and the west 
end a comparable, or lesser 
amount.

Community Park closed due to 
high water over Oaklawn Drive 
from Fairoaks Dr. on the west 
to N. 13th St.; North Beaton 
impassage just north of Post 
Oak Creek under 2 to 3 feet of 
water near the Dillard Fina 
Station; West Sixth at South 
20th St. blocked by high water; 
West Fourth Avenue between 
North 32nd and North North 
35th 
Street 
blocked; 
West 


Second Avenue - Highway 22 
from N. 38th St. southeastward 
back to Dunlap's Grocery at the 


"Y" under several feet of 
water; West 13th Ave. between 
S. 15th and S. 17th St.; the 200 
and 300 blocks of both North 
34th and 35th Streets.

issued this morning by District 
Judge Don Nicholson. 


Stressing Smith's business 


and 
legal 
background and 


"strong character," Nicholson 
appointed him to a two-year 
term to succeed Mary Walker, 
who today is working her last 
day of 43 years employment by 
the county. 


In making his appointment 


Nicholson said "the people of 
Navarro County are indeed 
fortunate to have a man with 
the superior qualifications of 
Mr. Smith to serve as County 
Auditor. 


SMITH ENTERED the hat in- 


dustry as a trainee after World 
War II and subsequently rose 
managerially 
through 
four 


companies prior to being named 
president and general manager 
of Corsicana's Texas Miller 
Corporation. 


The Danbury, Conn., native 


returned to college in 1970 and 
received his law degree from 
Baylor in May of 1973. He joined 
the bar later that year, and 
currently maintains a private 
practice with Glenn Stewart. 


Noting 
Smith's 
legal 


background, 
Nicholson said 


"His practice of law most 
certainly should enable him to 
determine whether or not a 
matter is in compliance with 
statuatory requirements." 


Citing Smith's business and 


legal background as influential 
in his choice of him for the 
position, Nicholson said that the 
main reason he chose Smith 'is 
my firm opinion that he is a 
man of strong character and 
honest in every respect." 


Nicholson 
concluded 
his 


statement regarding Smith's 
appointment by saying "I am 
confident that during his tenure 
as auditor of Navarro County, a 
record keeping system will be 
established that will clearly 
reflect the business operations 
of the county, and, most cer- 
tainly, that is what the tax- 
paying citizens' want."

pointment prescribed Smith's

penses "to be equal but not 
greater than the Tax Assessor- 
Collector of Navarro County in 
accordance with provisions of 
state law. 


This would mean a salary of 


$11,880 and $30 a month for 
travel. 


The auditor currently does

Western frontier was expanding even as Revolution started

While Massachusetts minute- 


men were firing the opening 
guns of the American Revolu- 
tion, Daniel Boone and 30 hardy 
axmen were cutting the Wilder- 
ness Road opening the great 
American interior. 


"Every heart abounded with 


joy and excitement in anticipat- 
ing the new things we should 
see and the romantic scenes 
though which we must pass," 
exulted Felix Walker. "And, ex- 
clusive of the novelty of the 
journey, the advantages and 
accumulations ensuing on the 
settlement of a new country 
were a dazzling object with 
many of our company." 


Starting March 10,1775, from 


what is now the upper eastern 
corner of Tennessee, Boone's 
trailblazers cut their way 
through the Cumberland Gap in. 
defiance 
of British 
policy, 


which attempted to close the 
western 
wilderness 
to the 


American 
colonists. 
Once 


through the Appalachians, they 
followed old Indian paths and 
buffalo trails, sometimes hack- 
ing their way through solid 
brush. 


As dawn broke on March 25 


Indians attacked, killing two of 
Boone's men. But pressing on, 
they reached the Kentucky Riv- 
er in early April and hastily 
threw up shelter.

Democrats ask 
Ford not to 
hike oil tax 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


House 
Democratic 
leaders 


urged President Ford Tuesday 
not to impose a second $1 a 
barrel tax on imported oil, say- 
ing Congress is making great 
progress toward developing an 
alternative energy plan. 


Ford put into effect in Febru- 


ary $1 of a projected $3 tax but 
has held off subsequent in- 
crements, although he vetoed a 
bill that would have suspended 
his authority to proclaim the 
tax. Another $1 tax could be 
imposed May 1. 


Speaker Carl Albert, D-Okla., 


said in a statement that "mem- 
bers of the (Democratic) Steer- 
ing and Policy Committee feel 
that it would not be in the best 
interests of the.nation fof the. 
President to impose an addi- 
tional tariff increase." 


Albert said the committee 


met Tuesday with chairmen Al 
Ullman, D-Ore., of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, 
and John D. Dingell, D-Mich., 
of a Commerce energy subcom- 
mittee — the two panels with 
major responsibility for devel- 
oping an energy program. 


He said the committee was 


satisfied that Congress is keep- 
ing "its commitment to the 
American people to fashion an 
effective energy program which 
will cost the average American 
family a great deal less than 
the administration's original 
proposal and which can be im- 
plemented without the tre- 
mendous 
disruption 
~ which 


would have been caused by. the 
sharply increased energy prices 
called for in that proposal." 


Critics of Ford's proposal say 


it would increase prices not 
only of gasoline but of a wide 
range of essential products de- 
pendent on petroleum. 


The Ways and Means Com- 


mittee is considering legislation 
that would tax gasoline on a 
rising scale and also establish a 
sliding-scale tax intended to en- 
courage the use of automobiles 
with relatively low gasoline

Their sponsor, Judge Richard 


Henderson, arrived with sup- 
plies and a larger party on 
April 20, the day Massachusetts 
minutemen were throwing up 
the siege of Boston. 


Although Boone's party had 


been there four weeks, Hender- 
son found only a few rude cab- 
ins at Boonesbprough. The men 
had spent most of their time 
staking out land claims to the 
total neglect of their mission 
and their safety. Henderson's 
men promptly did the same. 


Pioneers were not altogether 


the noble figures of legend. 


Henderson called his "a set of 
scoundrels who scarcely believe 
in God or fear a devil if we 
were to judge from most of 
their looks, words and actions." 


Land was to the English set- 


tler of America what gold was 
to the Spanish or beaver pelts 
to the French. It was what had 
brought most of them to the 
new country and kept them 
ever shifting in search of more 
and better land. It was their 
guiding passion. 


But when at last "everybody 


seemed well satisfied," 
the 


Kentuckians did what all Amer- 
ican pioneers must. They built 


fortifications, 
cleared 
land, 


planted a crop and formed a 
government. 


This was what made the Eng- 


lish settlers of America differ- 
ent. It was a family affair. The 
new land was not a place from 
which to snatch up gold and 
run. It was home. They would 
live there, and they would die 
there. 


Many of them died. The fron- 


tier, from the Mohawk Valley 
to Caintuck, was the cruelest 
battleground of the Revolution. 
The Continental Army could 
give little help. For the most 
part the West .was on its own 


against British-led Indians. 


But these pioneers held the 


western flank and saved the 
West for the new nation that 
was forming. 


Meanwhile, they did much 


more. The frontier probably 
was the most important single 
influence in molding America 
into what it was at the founding 
and in years to come. 


The first thing that faced new 


Americans, ever since the 16th 
century, was the wilderness, 
and from the minute they 
stepped into it, the European 
institutions they brought with 
them began to break down, and 


new rules and customs were 
forged. 


There was variety in this 


Americanization. Different set- 
tlers brought different cultures 
and habits and hammered them 
into new ways in differing cir- 
cumstances across the varied 
geography of the new land. 


But some things came out the 


same. The new American char- 
acter was practical, direct, im- 
mediate. It was born of necessi- 
ty, not theory, when the answer 
meant life or death and to de- 
lay was to perish. 


At first the people of English 


America starved in the midst 


of plenty. But in time they 
learned to cope and coping 
made them Americans. In 1609 
John Smith told the people at 
Jamestown 
that those who 


didn't work wouldn't eat and 
began a leveling process which 
had Thomas Jefferson declar- 
ing in 1776 that all men are 
created equal. 


Defense was mandatory on 


the frontier. Every boy over 12 
shouldered a gun and did his 
share in feeding and protecting 
the settlement. There was no 
army for protection, so they 
learned to band together at a 
minute's notice when danger 


came. 


They had been doing this for 


three centuries before Paul Re- 
vere called them out to fight 
the British. 


With official government too 


far away to help, they made 
their own. The first legislative 
assembly in America met in 
Jamestown in 1619, The Pil- 
grims had i their compact, and 
Daniel Boone had his Trans- 
ylvania Convention. 


Democracy was not their ob- 


jective, merely organization for 
survival. But once they tried 
self government, they would 
not let it go.

Most people have a pretty 


good idea of what Medicare 
covers. They know that it helps 
pay for most major health care 
— for example, "inpatient 
hospital care and doctors' 
services during an illness. But 
what are the things Medicare 
does not cover? 


That question, according to 


David Helmer, social security 
branch manager in Corsicana, 
is one that people frequently ask 
about Medicare. 


"The completely new edition 


of Your Medicare Handbook 
answers this question," Helmer 
said. 


The 
new 
handbook was 


mailed by the Social Security 
Administration to more than 23 
million aged 
and 
disabled 


Medicare beneficiaries, and to 
hospitals, doctors, and other 
health care professionals late 
last year. Anyone who for some 
reason did not receive a hand- 
book can pick up a copy at any 
social security office. 


"A prime feature of the new 


handbook," Helmer said, "is a 
comprehensive listing of ser- 
vices 
and 
supplies 
that 


Medicare does not cover, as 
well as those it covers only 
under certain conditions. 


"For 
example," he said, 


"Medicare does not pay for 
preventive medicine, such as 
physical checkups and routine 
eye and hearing examinations. 
Drugs 
and 
medicines 
the 


beneficiary buys himself are 
not 
covered. 
Neither 
are 


eyeglasses or dentures." 


Another chapter in the new 


handbook describes two other 
important rules about Medicare 
coverage, according to Helmer. 


"Just because a beneficiary is 


in a hospital or other health 
facility does not automatically 
guarantee that his expenses will 
be covered," he said. 


"Medicare cannot cover care 


that 
is 
not 
considered 


reasonable and necessary for 
the treatment of an illness or 
injury, even though it is fur- 
nished in a 
hospital 
par- 


ticipating in Medicare. Also not 
covered is a hospital stay, when 
primarily custodial 
care is 


provided — such as help in 
walking, getting in and out of 
bed, bathing, dressing, eating, 
and taking medicine." 


The handbook also contains 


tables showing what services 
are covered and what services 
are 
not covered 
when a 


beneficiary is in a hospital or 
skilled nursing facility, or is 
receiving care from a home 
health agency or a doctor. 


Some types of care and some 


services are covered only under 
certain conditions or in specific 
situations.

"I thought we had lost Officer 


Frank Parhm for sure, and 
Bruce Haynie too from reports 
I got," declared Police Chief 
Don Massey. "I wasn't there, 
but it was frightening from 
what I heard." 


Sheriff Jerry Sheiton who was 


an observer 
at the near- 


drowning of Parhm and Haynie 
(a police reserve and chief of 
Corsicana Emergency Corps) 
admitted unhesitatingly: 
"I 


wouldn't have given a plugged 
nickel for Parhm's life...after 
he was swept up under that 
bridge." 


During the deluge and high 


winds which struck Corsicana 
with as much force as ex- 
perienced 
anywhere in the 


county, 2.50 inches of rain fell in 
the first 45 minutes, swamping 
many streets. At the official 
government weather station 
3.26 inches were recorded to 
midnight, with another .75 from 
midnight to 7 a.m. Wednesday 
for a total rainfall of 4.01 inches. 


IT WAS DURING this initial 


deluge police received a report 
a car had been swept off the 
South Beaton Street bridge over 
Mesquite Creek, 1000 block, and 
its driver feared drowned. 


Rescue units began con- 


verging on the area searching, 
but the report later proved 
unfounded, Chief Massey said. 


"We never found a car, nor 


located a body, and this mor- 
ning we have no 'missing 
person' report 
outstanding," 


Massey said, then noting the 
police department almost "had 
our own drowning." 


CEC Chief 
Haynie (his 


brother Brad Haynie is a 
regular police officer) 
had 


taken his six-wheel "swamp 
buggy" to "ride the creek" 
looking 
for 
the 
reported 


drowning victim, joined by 
Officer Parhm. The sheriff 
explained the buggy doesn't 
have a propeller, only the drive 
from the six-wheels on land and 
in. water and this^ftower train 
proved inept against the strong 
force of water rushing down the 


creek. 


Haynie and 
Parhm 
had 


driven the swamp buggy from a 
point near the S. Beaton bridge 
along the creek, flowing west to 
east, searching for the car or 
motorists as other officers and 
reservists 
and 
Emergency 


Corps members took positions 
along the creek to "watch for 
the body" of the reported 
drowning. 


SHERIFF SHELTON SAID 


he had gone down on S. High- 
way 75 near where the creek 
flows back eastward, had his 
car's spotlight trained back 
toward the creek watching for 
the supposed body when the 
near tragedy — and ultimate 
rescue of Haynie and Parhm 
took place. 


"Bruce (Haynie) had driven 


the buggy off into the creek, not 
realizing the current was so 
swift and it turned the buggy 
sideways sweeping it down 
toward us (at Highway 75)," 
Sheriff Sheiton related. 


"Just before it struck the 


bridge, the buggy tilted away 
from the bridge, Bruce and 
Frank stood up and were 
thrown 
into 
the 
creek. 


Nathaniel Brandon, an employe 
of Navarro County Tractor Co., 
grabbed Bruce and somehow 
managed to hold onto him and 
pull him out of the water. Bruce 
had swallowed a lot of water, 
and he collapsed, passed out I 
think, on the bank. 


"Officer 
Parha 
washed 


under the bridge — it must be 50 
or 60 feet across along there— 
and I ran over to the other side, 
leaned over and was reaching 
down to grab him when he came 
under if I could," Sheiton said. 


REPEATING OVER AND 


over, as he related 
the 


horrifying experience, Sheiton 
would say, "I don't know how he 
came through it." 


As Officer Parham came into 


view from under the highway 
bridge, Sheiton said "I grabbed 
him by the hair of the head, but 
I couldn't hold on to him. He 
was swept,on down about 10 
yards to a telephone pole east of 
the bridge, went under and

"I pulled off my coat and gun 


belt and was fixing to go in after 
him, holleing to other rescuers 
to go get a rope." 


As the current was sweeping 


Parhm down stream, the sheriff 
said panic struck the bankside 
rescuers 
when the swamp 


buggy, upsidedown came into 
view and was "coming right at 
Frank 
and we all began 


shouting at him to 'watch out1 


for the buggy". 


Sheiton said he had picked up 


an old car tire and threw it 
toward the police officer (Parh- 
m) as a buoy but the water 
swept it beyond his reach. 


Someone in the crowd had 


gone for a rope to throw to 
Parhm who had dodged the 
swamp buggy bearing down on 
him, and caught hold of some 
willows growing in the creek- 
bed. 


"ABOUT THAT TIME, we 


called out to Parhm we were 
getting a rope, and if he could 
hold on to the willows, we would 
throw it to him," Sheiton 
reported. ' 


"Frank hollered back, 'don't 


come in after me, I'm all right 
now,' and about that time 
somebody on the other side of 
the creek bank, I don't know 
who, managed to reach out to 
help him get to the bank and 
pulled him out. 


"I wouldn't have given a 


plugged nickel for Parhm's 
life...after he was swept under 
that bridge," Sheiton confessed 
again. 


Despite his ordeal, the sheriff 


said Parhm refused medical 
attention for himself, and "even 
got in and drove his own squad 
car away". Later, Parhm and 
Haynie were persuaded to go to 
the hospital emergency room to 
be checked over. 


Chief Massey said he con- 


sidered it fortunate indeed the 
two men — would-be rescuers 
themselves of a non-drowning 
victim—had brushed so close to 
death during one of the wildest 
weather flights in his memory.

The Emergency School Aid 


Act 
Advisory 
Committee 


meeting Monday at the School 
Administration Building elected 
Mike Temkin, chairman, Mrs. 
Tennie Chimney, secretary, and 
agreed on three basic priorities 
to submit in its $224,000 ap- 
plication for funds to the Office 
of Education ESAA in Dallas. 


Mrs. 
Eloise . Pillians, 


elementary coordinator for the 
Corsicana Independent School 
District, 
reviewed 
three 


pressing needs for the funds, 
ways of alleviating the problem 
needs, and approximately how 
much funds would be required 
from ESAA. 


The three needs included: A 


need to provide special con- 
centrated instruction in reading 
and communication skills to 
pupils in elementary school in 
an effort to overcome non- 
involvement caused by lack of 


academic achievement. 


Mrs. Pillians noted that this 


would 
involve hiring nine 


teachers, 
six 
aides, 
and 


developing various programs to 
meet the need in reading at a 
total cost of $160,050. 


The second need included: A 


need to provide psychological 
services to the elementary 
students and teachers where 
integration has been problems 
arise in the area of peer rap- 
port, bus discipline, teacher- 
pupil understanding, teacher- 
parent communication chan- 
nels, militancy among both 
parents 
and students, 
and 


general 
non-cooperativeness. 


The $62,750 proposal to meet 


this need would involve hiring a 
psychologist, two counselors, 
three aides, and developing 
several programs in this area. 


The third need included: A 


greater understanding between 
teachers of community and 


schools from 
whence their 


students come; an insight into 
personalities, techniques and 
classroom 
management 
of 


schools attended previously by 
students; and a first hand ex- 
perience of organizational and 
management procedures which 
students encounter as they 
transfer from school to school 
due to integration plans. 


Mrs. Pillians estimated that 


approximately $1,200 would be 
required to meet this need 
which would involve the school 
system receiving the services of 
Dr. Thomas Edwards, an 
educator from the Regional 12 
Education Service Center in 
Waco. 


The committee agreed to 


meet next week (time to be 
announced) to add finishing 
touches to the application 
before its May 12 deadline for 
submitting the application to 
the Office of Education.
